GUSTAVE DORE. 


rhe Great Artist and His Works—His 
Peculiarities. 
From the Boston Courter. 

Gustave Dore is nearly 50 years of age and 
looks about 35. Of medium stature, he has 
the frame of an acrobatand the head ofa 
poet. Toseehim inthe street you would 
feel inclined to give him a penny, for he is 
the worst dressed manin Paris, the scape- 
goat of his tailor, who inflicts upon him all 
his mistiits. Wore passes his life in drawing 
and painting, sleeping or darcing about 
with a fiddle in his hand. In society, when 
be is not napping or fiddling, heis constant- 
jy making sketches. His fertility is pro- 
digious, andon that account his brother ar- 
tists do not look upon him with a favorable 
eye. A Stutistician has calculated that 
Dore’s pictures and drawings, if laid flat side 
by side, would suffice to cover the railway 
track from Paris to Lyons. He attaches no 
importance to his work, asd although in 
business transactions a man of singular 
acute nesss,in private life he is the most 
‘tviving’’ of artists. When he was in Switz- 
erland a few years ago he used to give his 
water colors away right and left to his neigh- 
bors at the table d’hote. At dinner at 
Madame X.’s the other day, an English lady 
begged Doreto write his name on aslip of 
paper, so that she might possess his illustri- 
ous autograph. 

‘Oh! Madame, I will give you something 
better than a mere signature.” 

And, suiting the action to the word, he 
took off his black necktie, asked for a bit of 
flake-powder, mixed it with water, and, with 
u mateb, he painted on the necktie a gay pro- 
cession of cupids offering a necktie to a lady, 
signed it **Gustave Dore,” and handed it gal- 
lantly to his fair admirer. 

Gustave Dore’s talentis universal. He is 
painter, engraver, designer, a sculptor and 
water-color painter. In painting he does 
nearly everything with the brush, and fixes 
the position of the figures with the barest 
possible indication in charcoal. His ocula: 
memory is astonishing. In his studio he has 
no documents, no sketches, no models. Re- 
cently he made a replica of his great 
picture of Christ leaving the Prxtorium 
en irely from mem: ry. When he 
was doing his great book on London and 
visiting all the dens of Whitechapel and 
Wapping, he never made sketches on the 
spot, butonly at nightwhen he returned to 
hishotel. Unlike most of the artists of the 
cay, Gustave Dore bas no taste for bric-a- 
bracand bibelots. His studio, formerly a 
riding-school, is a scene of indescribable 
disorder, full of immense scaffoldings, huge 
canvases, immense palettes, such as Her- 
cules might have used had he taken to paint- 
ing; colors and brushes all pell-mell, piles 
of drawings, statues, modeling clay, etch- 
ings, engravings, wood-cuts, and in the 
midst a piano, and en the piano a Stradi- 
varius. Whenever he does venture to buy 
bibelots he chooses the most abominable rub- 
bish, for instance, Bohemian giass of the 
most modern mavufacture. 

Lately Dore has had a craze for sculpture, 
and all the great bronze foundries are anxious 
to buy his models. The colossal vase, ‘the 
Epopee of Bacchus,” which was exhibited at 
tne Universal Exbibition of 1878, 18 now  be- 
ing cast at the artist’s own expense. 

For the past seven years Dore has been 
working at the illustration of Sbakspeare, 
which he is anxious to make his mas:erpiece 
of iilustration. Thanks to his knowledge of 
German—be was born at Strasburg—he has 
been able to get very near to Shaksveare and 
to comprehend him as few Frenchmen have 
done. To give anidea of the care heis tak- 
ing over the work, he saysthat he has spent 
over $60,000 in essays and plates, which he 
has for the most part rejected as unsatisfac- 
tory. An American and an BDuglish publisher 
are rivals for the possession of this work, 
which will not be finished for a year or two to 
come, 

No Frenchman has been decorated with 
more foreigu orders of chivalry, but he never 
wears any decoration except the Legion of 
H mor, and no triumph abroad, however 
great, gives him the same joy as the smallest 
success won at Paris. 


Geraniums in the Window. 
Dr. George Thurber in American Agriculturist. 


It is very rare to see awell-grown geran- 
fum in window culture. Even if the 
piants bloom fairly, they are often drawn 
up, misshapen things, not pleasing to look 
upon. Inthe majority of cases, plants that 
have been set out in the garden for the sum- 
mer, are allowed to “‘go as you please.’’ The 
roots finding an abundance ¢f rich soil, the 
tops grow off at a famous rate. At the ap- 
proach of cool weather the plants are taken 
up as they stood; ifany cutting is done, it is 
at the roots, to biinag them within the limits 
ofa pot, and the piants are placed in the 
window. Asa consequence of such treat- 
ment, the majority of the leaves fade and 
fail, and show a lot of long, lanky stems wiih 
a sinall tuft of leaves at the top. This con- 
dition of ihe plants is due either to a lack of 
knowledge ortotimidily. Amateur cuitiva- 
tors, as a generalthing, seemto fear to use 
the knife; could the piant suffer pain they 
would not be more reluctant to cut. 
The proper method is, to prepare the plants 
for taking in long nefore the time for lifting 
them; but itis too late to advise that, as it is 
ty suggest pruning them at the time of taking 
them up. Even at this latedayitis bet- 
ter to cut back the geraniums to « good shape 
thanto Jet them remain as they are. Of 
course, each plavt will uave its own needs in 
this respect, and only general advice can be 
riven. Cut back the long. stems in sucha 
manner that the plant will form a low, 
rounded head, and remove altogether such 
branehes as will muke the he.d too much 
crowded.

Adulteration of Food. 
From the Atlanta Constitution. 


The prevalenceof paralysis has caused con- 
siderable comment in our city. Three or four 
prominent citizens have died recently from 
paralysis in one form or another. A ventle- 
man well postedon this subject called our 
attention tothis a few days since and re- 
marked that paralysis resulted in many cases 
from the use of adul'erated food. This 
gentieman remarked that a large quantity of 
the flour, syrup, lard, sugar and coffee vow 
used daily was adulterated, and that nearly 
all the candy made, except rock candy, was 
also adulterated. If this be true the preva- 
lence of paralysis can be easily ac- 
counted for. We do not vouch for what 
the gentleman says, but it is a 
subject that will do to investigate. 
thing we do know to be true, and 
thatis that something causes the disease. 
andif leading articles of food are adulterated, 
it can be very easily traced to that source. A 
leading physician, to whose attention this 
matter has been brought, saysthat he had 
no doubt whatever that the prevalence of 
paralysis now could be traced to the use of 
adulterated food. Itis aninjury or disease, 
he says, of the nervous centers, and acts on 
a human being just as the use of impure and 
worthless lubricating oil does on machinery. 
It clogs upthe system and the longer itis 
used the more certain itis to finail: render 
the machinery utterly useless. It would be 
well for cur legislature to take some steps to 
look into this adulteration of food. If it is 
carried on to one-tentu the extent intimated 
above,it should be prevented by penal laws 
at once. It is a subject that consumers 
should carefully inspect, and in every in- 
stance where there is adulteration of any 
kind to turn their forces against it.

A Worm Two and a Half Inches Long 
Taken From a Horse’s Kye. 
Special to Chicago Tribune. 


Anextremely curious and delicate surgi- 
cal operations has recently been performed 
whose phenomenon and results will interest 
not alone the horse fanciers but the common 
reader, the scientist and notucraiist as well. 
Mr. O. Malia, living near Ruchelle, Iil., haa 
noticed that one of his horses had been doing 
poorly for several months. but was at a loss 
to detect the cause. About two weeks ago 
the groom was attracted by the deeply in- 
flamed appearances of one of its eyes. Ex- 
amination disclosed a snaky white thread 
floating around in the humor  pos- 
terior to the cornea. Neighbors 
were called, only to be  non- 
plussed. Several veterinary surgeons were 
summoned. Some thought by overwork the 
horse had snappeda nerve ofthe eye, and 
this was floating about. Others claimed that 
the phenomenon was caused by peculiar re- 
flections. The horse seemed in constant 
agony, tossing his head from side to side in- 
Cessantiy, as if tofree itself from its tor- 
mentor, while the move would convu!/se 
and dart its needle head against the lining of 
tne eye, as if it, too, wished to be freed irom 
its prison bars. Excitement and curiosity 
baving run sufficie.tly high, Dr. B. A. Pierce, 
veterinary surgeon, of Aurora, was summon- 
ed, and ciagnosed the case as filaria ocuii. 
The horse was placed under the influences of 
an anesthetic. By thesharp point ofa scal- 
pel an oblique incision was made 
through the outer asvect of the cornea 
into the anterior chamber of the eye. The 
aqueous humor passed out of the eye, and 
with it the parasite itself. It survived about 
fifty seconds after removal, being in contin- 
ua! contortions, after which it appeared 
perfectly dead. The animal measures two 
inches and a halfinlength and one thirty- 
second of aninch in diameter. Itis of a 
Whitish colo;, and resembies along bristle in 
appesrance. Classifyingit, we find it be- 
lonzs to the sub-kingdom, annuloida; class, 
scolecida; division, nemate!lmia; order, ném- 
atoda; genus, filaria; species, oculi: scientific 
bame, filuria ocuti.. It has a _ distinct 
heat, mouth, and :limentary cara) which 
terminates in a distinct anus. It is 
parasitic in nature, and develops only under 
peculiar circumstances. To the interroga- 
tory, now came a fully-developed worm 
neasuring twoinches andahalf in length 
compietely inclosed in the anterior chamber 
ofas delicate an organ as the eye? wecan 
Only say that the microscopic ovum was 
taken by the borse vith its drink, carried 
by circulation into the system, asd by one 
chance in a miilion lodged within the organ- 
ism oftne eye. There, placed under propvr 
influences, it grew, and well-vigh proved 
fatal tothe horse. [he eye being so deli- 
cately sensitive, the pain cau-ed was more 
excruciating than even a tooth or ear 
ache, and upon the authority of Mr. 
Malia, the horse lost through suffering 113 
pounds. The phenomenon is exceeding, 
rare in this country, and we know of bu! ore 
Otber specimen, that pos-essed by Prof. 
Smith, Principal of the Ontario Veterinary 
College. In the moist, marshy portions of 
ludia, however, they are mocre frequently 
seep. Nature is rapidly restoring the sxque- 
ous humor jiost by the operation, and witn it 
the sightofthe horseis fast returning. A+ 
ac rivsity it is strangely phenomenal, and 
ag a feat of veterinary skill is exquisitely 
unique and reflects much credit upon tue ad- 
vance of veterinary surgery and tbe pecuiiar 
proficiency of Dr. B. A. Pierse. The opera- 
tion was Witnessed by about 500 peopie, and 
is attracting attention throughout the coun- 
try.

Status of the Public Debt, 

WASHINGTON, December 26.—The amount 
of interest on account of the public debt, for 
which the Treasury will be liable on January 
3, is more than $10,000,000, of which amount 
$7,387,000 is on account of the four-per-cent 
bonds. and the remainder on account of the 
extended six-per-cent bonds, which now 
bear th:ee and a nalf percent per annum. On 
the four-per-cent bonds one quarter’s inter- 
east, and on the extended sixes one-half 
year’s interest will be psyable on the date 
abovenamed.

She is de- 
siuus of having them under her roof, giving 
persunal attention tothe direction of their 
studies, and thus carryivg out the 
wishes of her lamented husband. The two 
elder boys, Hurry and James, are making 
satisfactory progress in their studies at Wil- 
liams College. They are both bright, active 
and intelligent lads and their presence at the 
Mentor fireside yesterday was a source oi 
great comfort to the bereaved mother.

About 500 persons are vaccinated at the 
City Dispensary every day. Occasionally 
there is a rush and the four physicians in at- 
tendance—Drg.

two males to one female,and on a 700-day 
there will be found 400 men and boys to 200 
women and girls and 100 children in arms.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


A Detective Tells the Story of the 
Palermo Murder. 


How Santa Maglia’s Wife Was Shad: 
owed te Her Husband’s Side, 


The present aspect of the Tonkin murder, 
case, wherein the police are wholiy at fault 
recalls the mystery which fora time shrouded 
the murder of Francisco Palermo in 1875, 
This lemon-peddier was shet down in the 
street in broad daylight by a 


crowd of assassins wbo disappeared 
a8 ulterly as though the gro und had opened 
and swallowed them. A reporter this morn- 
ing met Officer W. H. Williams, who ar- 
re-ted the 'talians,andin the course of a chat 
With him brougnt out the facts of the chase 
after the Beeing sons of sunny Italy. ‘*Yes,” 
said he to the scribe, a 
recall thoroughly the incidents of 
that hunt and I will tell you ali about it. 
You see the murder was a peculiar one, This 
ola lemon peddler had been waiking along 
Broadway when he was shotat from behind 
u fence, He ran across the street to a lumber 
yerd, where he was shot again by 
other men. Iwas inthe Third District 
then, and did not hear of the murder until 10 
o’clouk, through accident.’ 

**What were the names of these Italians?” 

“Santa Maziio, Angeio Russo, Dominico 
Damiano, Bastiano Lombarugo and Antonio 
Catlaiano. Asa matter of fact, they were 
Corsicans, all of them, and! have always be- 
leved the murder was the end of a vendetta. 
Sunta Magiio and Damiano were on the west 
side of the street and Damiano fired the first 
shot, Russo, Lombardo and Cattalando 
were on the east side and Rasso’s pistol was 
found with all the loadsintact. That nignt 
a8 was going along my beat, I saw 
two men crouching behinda doorstep,watche 
ing a house. I recognized them as 
a sergeant and patroiman from the Fourth 
District.

‘*Why didn’t you tell it at first?” 

“If they had asked me in the Morgue just 
after I got a glance at the dead man’s 
face you bet I would have told them, because 
I would be afraid to lie in the presence of 
the dead body.”’

Gen Grant’s Cigars.

A friend once said be made a calculation 
that the vaiue of the cigars smoked by Gen. 
Grant auring bis Campaigns would pay the 
whole costof the late war and leave arespect- 
able balance to begin the next. This was 
probably an exaggeration, but he certainly did 
emoke a great many fine and co-tly cigars 
during the period alludedto. The writer was 
a witness and partly an actor when four of 
Gen. Grant’s very costly cigars were con- 
-umed, or rather destroyed, in a very brief 
space of time. Shortly before the close of the 
war he had eccasion to brivg some important 
dispatches to headquarters, and, as soon as 
they were Opened and digested '-y the General, 
an invitation to breakfast followed, after 
which acig:r was tendered and accepted, and

This, which was an entirely new structure, 
was of immense length.and had been built to 
replace one destroyed by fire, the result of 
anexpiosion Of shells which were veifg 
landed for the use of the army.
